Chavez

sentenced, 
greeted him when he was released. 
The State Supreme Court in San 
Francisco earlier Wednesday had 
ordered his release pending that 
panel’s hearing on his appeal of 
contempt-of-court charges. 
“ Needless to say I'm extremely 
happy with the decision of the 
Supreme Court,’’ Chavez told his 
followers. 
“ I’m well and fit and was treated 
very kindly by deputy sheriffs,

Cost of living slows down 
but is still on increase

-The 
inflationary pace of the cost of living 
slowed slightly in November but 
still showed an increase of 0.3 per 
cent, 
the 
government 
reported 
today 
The Labor Department said the 
rise in the consumer price index was 
half the rate of climb in October and 
about equal to that recorded in June, 
Ju ly 
and 
August 
when 
the 
administration expressed belief that 
inflation had been checked. 
Food prices declined in November 
but the cost of consumer services, 
clothing, shelter and automobiles 
advanced. 
The index for November stood at 
137.8 per cent of the 1957-59 average. 
That meant it cost $13.78 to buy the 
same goods and services that could 


have been obtained for $13.74 in 
October and $10 a little more than a 
decade ago. 
The national cost of living showed 
a 5.6 per cent increase over a year 
ago. 
The 
Labor 
Department 
also 
reported that the purchasing power 
of the nation’s factory workers 
declined last month because of the 
increase in the cost of living and a 
drop of average hours worked. 
Gross 
weekly 
earnings 
of 
production 
and 
nonsupervisory 
workers fell off 66 cents between 
October and November to $121.07. 
When 
adjusted 
for 
price 
increases, purchasing power was 0.8 
per cent below October and 2.3 per 
cent below the level a year ago. 
The 
report 
showed 
that 
food 


prices declined 0.5 percent. Prices 
declined for beef, pork and poultry. 
Prices of fruits and vegetables also 
declined instead of increasing as 
they usually do in November. 
Yet prices of restaurant meals 
and other food consumed away from 
home increased 0.4 per cent. 
The cost of consumer services 
increased 0.6 per cent. The biggest 
increases in services were for gas, 
water and sewage. 
Medical 
costs 
continued 
to 
advance, increasing 0.5 percent. The 
cost of transportation increased 0.7 
per 
cent, 
mostly 
because 
of 
increases 
in 
auto 
insurance 
premiums and local transit fares. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis, 
the cost of living rose at an average 
rate of 0.5 per cent a month.

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Madalyn Murray O’Hair: Career Atheist 


By TOM TIEDE 


AUSTIN, Tex.—( N E A ) — 
According to some sources, 
there are nearly seven mil­ 
lion atheists in the United 
States. But only one makes 
a career of it: 
Madalyn Murray O’Hair. 
It’s not just any old job 
with her. It’s a never-rest 
passion. Ever since she won 
a Supreme Court ban on pub­ 
lic school prayer (in 1963), 
the feisty, fleshy, 51-year-old 
housewife has been on an 
almost evangelistic crusade 
against “ that b—, Jesus.” 
It’s not enough that she’s 
antichurch. She spends 15 
hours a day collecting data, 
publishing 
periodicals, 
or­ 
ganizing court cases, solicit­ 
ing 
funds and 
m a k i n g 
speeches—all with the intent 
to make everybody else anti­ 
church too. 
“ M a r x was right,” she 
says, “ religion is the opiate 
of the people. Look at the 
poor and the sick—they cling 
to their rosary beads and 
their pictures of the Madon­ 
na. And what does it get 
them — only p o o r e r and 
sicker. I can’t buy it. I can’t 
see even a little good in this 
kind of f a i t h , because it 
would be like saying there is 
a little good in everything— 
Nazism, prejudice or m ur­ 
der. No. Religion is a simple 
fraud. The sooner everybody 
realizes it, the better.” 
Trouble is, Mrs. O’Hair 
grumbles, p e o p l e aren’t 
realizing 
it 
soon 
enough. 
Despite lagging in contem­ 
porary church attendance, 
the world’s nine largest re­ 
ligions claim total member­ 
ship of 2.5 billion—with most 
of the other billion people in 
the world being nonaffili­ 
ated, rather than nonbeliev­ 
ing. In the United States 
alone, 
churches 
claim 
to 
have three-fourths of the na­ 
tion’s citizens in member­ 
ship. 
After nearly a decade of 
organizing, Mrs. O’Hair has 
not formed an army, but 
merely a few squads. Last 
month she held a Texas 
Atheist Convention, expected 
hundreds, but wound up with 
only a handful of curious 
delegates. 


On paper, Mrs. O’Hair is 
the 
head of an 
atheistic 
church (Poor Richard’s Uni­ 
versal Life), a publishing 
house (one of her books: 
“ Let Us Prey” ), a national 
society (Separationists) and 
a current legal campaign 
against space prayers. 
But by her own confession: 
“ We operate a shoestring or­ 
ganization. Many p e o p l e 
write us pledging undying 
devotion but never contrib­ 
ute a dime. I drive a seven- 
year-old car and wear $6.99 
dresses. I guess I’m just a 
masochistic bitch. No. I take 
that back. I guess I just like 
being the underdog.” 
Underdog she is. Of all the 
world’s suddenly fashionable 
minority groups, atheists are 
the only people who still can 
be hated openly. Mrs. O’Hair 
s a y s the resentment and 
degradation of nonbelievers 
is “ almost inhuman.” 
Among other things, she 
claims, atheists can’t give 
testimony b e f o r e juries, 
can’t become military of­ 
ficers, can’t serve as federal 
judges, can’t get passports 
and can’t join such varied 
organizations 
as 
the 
Girl 
Scouts and Masons. 
“ All because we won’t say. 
‘So help me, God.’ ” 
Mrs. O’Hair says a man 
who ran for governor in Ark­ 
ansas is trying to make a 
law prohibiting atheists from 
holding public office. 
She 
says a judge has recently 
ruled that six recalcitrant 
West Point cadets must at­ 
tend daily chapel like every­ 
one else. She adds that the 
President of the U n i t e d 
States himself discriminates 
a g a i n s t nonbelievers by 
“ flaunting” his White House 
church services. 
“Oh, God, how mad it 
makes me,” the w o m a n 
shudders. “ I’m fed up with 
it. The c h u r c h gets free 
s p o t s on television. The 
astronauts blab the Lord’s 
Prayer over radio. But the 
atheist — what rights does 
he have? None. He has to 
spend his tax money to sup-

that has made M a d a l y n 
Murray O’Hair a national 
household word: Mud. It’s 
the kind that has provoked 
at least two attempts on her 
life in the last five years. 
It’s the kind that convinces 
many that the woman is 
mad. communistic, political 


or something else full of per­ 
versions. 
Yet she’s actually not a 
bad old gal. And is a very 
accomplished one. Lawyer, 
mathematician, h u ma n i s t . 
Her h u s b a n d calls her 
“ Grandma.” Her sons call 
her “ Mom.” 


There are no horns on her 
head. Just gray hairs. 


“ I know people hate me,” 
she says. “And they’ll prob­ 
ably kill me someday. But 
I’m not the criminal that 
good Christians think I am. 
I’m just a woman who thinks 


there is only one life. 
No 
one gets a second chance. 
No heaven or hell. So be 
kind, be generous. Live a 
full life. Laugh at it. Hug it 
to you. Drain it. Build it. 
Have it. Because there just 
isn’t anything else.”

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
Peter Cooper Nursing Home 
is a gray, suffering building 
squeezed between thousands 
of other gray, suffering build­ 
ings on the lower east side 
of Manhattan. It is where 
old people pay for the priv- 


ilege of waiting to die. 
And this is something of 
what it’s like: 
Frail m e n sit in wheel­ 
chairs by the side entrance, 
hoping the door will open so 
that they will see the light 
and feel the cool air. Blood­ 
less women sit in straight- 


back chairs, their drooping 
stockings wet with their own 
urine. There is a cheap sign 
on a wall which warns: “Vis­ 
iting By Permission Only.” 
P e o p l e move agonizingly 
through n a r r o w corridors 
which lead to nothing else 
but other narrow corridors. 


Peeling green-pea paint cov­ 
ers everything. As for sound, 
there is none. 
T w o hundred seventeen 
h u m a n beings live here. 
Average age: 80. They are 
mostly sick, mostly forgot­ 
ten, mostly miserable. They 
pay, or in most cases some 
tMqaatatmyoua 
PROSPEROUS NEW YEAß ! 
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agency pays, $185 to $210 a 
month to sit on a bed and 
stare and wait. “Missus,” 
one man asks, “will you help 
me, please? I got to get back 
to the toilet.” 


Elena Strigel, 67, was a 
resident (she says captive) 
here for seven years. She’s 
out (she says escaped) now. 
But she still remembers. “I 
lived on the first floor, but 
there wasn’t enough water 
there so I had to go up to 
the fifth every day to shower. 
Eyakkk! What a place. They 
didn’t like me and I couldn’t 
stand them. Nobody, I re­ 
peat, nobody, deserves to 
spend his last days in that 
kind of hole.” 
The trouble is, as Mrs. 
Strigel knows, hundreds of 
thousands of elderly people 
are indeed spending their 
days in just such places in 
America. There are 24,000 
homes for the aged in the 
nation and, according to al­ 
most anybody who takes an 
objective look, the majority 
are poor at best, beastly at 
worst. 
An opinion by Dora Schatz, 
of an 
angry 
Philadelphia 
senior citizens group, sums 
it up deploringly w e l l : “I 
spend a good deal of my time 
fighting for better nursing 
homes, 
but 
I 
won’t visit 
them. Last time I went to 
one, they had to carry me 
out. I cried for days after. 
They all looked like dead 
people sitting there.” 
If that statement isn’t per­ 
fectly clear, let Walter New- 
burgher put it more earthily. 
He’s vice-president of the 
National Council of Senior 
Citizens and he says there 
is a nursing home near his 
office which has potty time 
every afternoon. “A bunch 
of 
high 
school 
volunteers 
come in during the afternoon 
and sit or lay the residents 
between two chairs. Then 
they put a bucket under each 
person.” 
Newburgher s a y s that’s 
hardly 
worst thing that 
goes on behind some of the 
nursing homes which house 
1 million Americans. He and 
others have stories which 
knot the gut. Roberta Spohn 
of the New York City Office 
of Aging says she gets com­ 
plaints that nursing homes in 
Manhattan restrain residents 
by tying them to bedposts. 
Congressman David Pryor 
(D-Ark.) once v i s i t e d 12 
homes incognito and said he 
found only two that he would 
put his mother in. And a res­ 
ident in a Philadelphia home 
says somebody trying to feed 
her became angry and threw 
a bowl of soup in her face: 
“But please don’t mention 
my name,” the Philadelphia 
victim implores, “if t h e y 
found out I told, they’d get 
me for sure.” 
This is how it is, then, for 
unknown hundreds of thou­ 
sands. Misery. Futility. Men­ 
tal horror. Possibly brutal­ 
ity. Certainly fear. An edi­ 
torial 
in 
the 
Washington 
Daily News has called the 
nation’s nursing homes “hu­ 
man junkyards.” That seems 
not far wide of the mark. 
Nine of 10 homes are profit- 
making businesses, like ref­ 
ugee collection points or dog 
kennels. Cold-bloodedness is 
much a part of the game. 
"There are nursing home 
chains listed on the stock ex­ 
change,” 
says Connecticut 
nursing physician Dr. Vin­ 
cent Lynch. “How does that 
add up to compassion?” 
It doesn’t add up. As New 
York’s Peter Cooper build­ 
ing is h a r s h illustration. 
There is a motto over the 
door: “ Aid for the Feeble. 
Comfort to the Aged.” It 
sticks in the throat of most 
people who enter. Recreation 
facilities are pathetic. Peo­ 
ple often live four to a room. 
When it was discovered that 
former resident Elena Stri­ 
gel had a personal sewing 
basket under her bed. it was 
taken away despite her an­ 
guish. “I guess,” says Mrs. 
Strigel, “a condemned per­ 
son 
isn’t entitled to any­ 
thing.” 
Condemned is what the 
people are in America’s hu­ 
man junkyards. And they 
look it. Snot in their noses. 
Food on their blouses. Their 
mouths gaping “Hello, how 
are you, sir? Can you hear 
me? Sir? Can you hear me? 
Sir, can you hear . . 
Why do we allow it? The 
same reason we allow all 
preventable 
human 
suffer­ 
ing: Inertia. But in this case, 
a s 
Philadelphia’s 
D o r a 
Schatz says, we should be 
more ashamed of our neg­ 
lect than ever: “These are 
your mothers and fathers. 
These are the people who 
worked 12 hours a day for 
you. God forgive you for 
what you’ve done."

O T T A W A — (X E A )— A t the tim e o f C anad ¡an c o n fed eratio n in 1867, se ttle rs 
p raise d the v ast lan d as b ein g “ like a m aid e n re ad y to b lo sso m .” O ne c e n tu ry la te r 
it’s a p p a re n t th a t the b lu sh has gone fro m the old g irl’s cheek. T h e re is tro u b le 
here. L ots. S lu m s, crim e , d ru g s, p o llu tio n - they all a re sp re a d in g ; social f r u s tr a ­ 
tion is such th a t the p o ssib ility o f a n a rc h istic civil in su rre c tio n re c en tly re su lte d 
in th e im p o sitio n o f a sta te of m a rtia l law . 


As the m an on the street 
puts it: “Canada has lost 
her virginity.” 
This 
forfeiture 
of 
inno­ 
cence has not been easy for 
Canadians to adm it. The 22 
million citizens have histori­ 
cally thought of them selves 
and their nation as uniquely 
just and dem ocratic. They’ve 
called their way “ the highest 
standard of living in the 
w orld,” 
and 
often 
looked 
with bemused disdain on the 
ailm ents of the rest of the 
W estern 
world. 
Just 
last 
month at the opening of P a r­ 
liam ent, Governor - G eneral 
Roland M ichener said that 
Canadians were so am enable 
to reason and capable of 
wise decision that the n a­ 
tion’s stability is “ not simply 
a m atter of luck.” 
This boastful self-image is 
not just rhetoric. According 
to governm ent statistics, a 
greater percentage of C ana­ 
dian households own tele­ 
phones, refrigerators, w ash­ 
ing 
m achines, 
automobiles 
and television sets than the 
households in 
the w orld’s 
richest 
nation—the 
United 
States. Governm ent dom in­ 
ance is m inim al and there 
are 3,851,809 square miles of 
elbow room. 
Yet it is noU top'a. It never 
has been. 
An official at the Dominion 
B ureau of Statistics notes: 
“ We have alw ays had racial 
problem s, just as we have 
alw ays had m ost of civiliza­ 
tion’s other problem s. But 
w e’ve been so busy adm iring 
our nice sm ile that w e’re 
ju st now noticing the pim ples 
on our face.” 
The pimples, certainly, are 
num erous. The average per 
capita wage in Canada is a 
thousand dollars less than in 
the U. S. A. (about $2,400 vs. 
$3,400). U n e m p l o y m e n t in 
som e provinces often goes to 
15 per cent in w inter months. 
The nation’s $32 billion pub­ 
lic debt is 40 per cent of its 
i 
ross 
n a t i o n a l 
product, 
rim e—in 
an 
extravagant 
exam ple, such as Regina, 
Saskatchew an—h a s doubled 
and even quadrupled in re ­ 
cent years, M ontreal has 10 


tim es as m any heroin ad­ 
dicts today as it had in 1969. 
And for a nation with 6 per 
cent of the world’s land and 
.05 per cent of its people, 
pollution has become a na­ 
tional hum iliation, (“There 
is,” says a governm ent ex­ 
pert, “ no really unadulter­ 
ated spot left here” ). 
But the real problem in 
Canada, as in every other 
W estern nation, is the social 
problem. And its fury exactly 
parallels that in m ore pub­ 
licized countries. 
Prim e M inister P i e r r e 
Trudeau calls the treatm ent 
of the native population— 
Eskim os and Indians—“ one 
of the sorriest blots on our 
record.” He thus reflects the 
dism ay that, as exam ple, 78 
per cent of C anada’s 238,000 
Indians earn poverty wages, 
95 per cent of the Northwest 
T erritory 
“ Innuits” 
(E ski­ 
mos) are out of work, and 
the living conditions of both 
peoples are officially “ poor.” 
Then there are the 6 mil­ 
lion French Canadians who 
com prise a quarter of the 
Dominion population and 42 
per cent of its unemployed. 
Most r e s i d e in 
Quebec, 
where, according to a Royal 
Commission r e p o r t , they 
earn an average 40 per cent 
less than the English-Cana- 
dian m inority, where they re­ 
m ain the only people in Can­ 
ada w i t h o u t governm ent 
m edical and health insur­ 
ance, and where 8.9 per cent 


of them are out of work. 
Finally, t h e r e are the 
blacks — 80,000 
altogether, 
m ostly descendants of 43,- 
000 Negro A m ericans who 
sought N orthern refuge be­ 
fore and during the Civil 
W ar. Their plight is classic. 
E ntertainer 
Sam m y Davis 
Jr. says: “ In Canada, you’re 
born a railroad porter and 
you die a railroad porter.” 
Blacks 
in 
every 
province 
agree. 
Some, like those in Nova 
Scotia, are beginning to form 
groups to fight back. One 
Negro leader in Halifax, Gus 
W edderburn, says he doesn’t

That's Not 
Fried Chicken

VIENNA (NEA) 
“ R sm em ber: travel is supposed to m ake you sophisti­ 
cated. If you w ant to get along, you m ust be sophisticated.” 
These words were spoken more than 10 years ago by a 
Hungarian nam ed George Mikes who never was. Sophisti­ 
cated, that is. 
Mikes was in Vienna once. “ Ah, W ien,” he said, affect­ 
ing an A ustrian pronunciation. “ Cradled between the blue 
Danube and the Vienna Woods: the m usical m etropolis! 
H ark, is that Haydn I hear or is it perhaps some obscure 
Schubert work? Never mind. Let us get on with it.” Then 
he walked aw ay and left his audience gasping. 


There are m en like Mikes all over the world, fellows who 
dabble in facts and pass them selves off as experts, dilet­ 
tantes who enrage experts and astound bystanders. Europe 
is full of them and Mikes was the cham pion. 
It’s not how m uch you know that counts, Mikes said, it is 
how you use how much you know. For instance, let us 
assum e that you have returned home from your travels. 
He says: 
“ Later, when most casually—you really m ust practice 
how to be casual—you refer to foreign food, you should 
speak of these things in the vernacular. Even fried chicken 
sounds b etter when you speak of Backhendl: and you will 
score far m ore points by rem arking casually—very cas­ 
ually, I rep eat—that you went to a little Madkurve van 
medbrinys near Copenhagen, than by adm itting you went 
to a place w here you ate your own sandwiches and only 
ordered beer.” 
Practiced dilettantes can be experts on countries they 
have m erely flown over at 37,000 feet. “ Gozo?” he says, 
“ Yes, I passed through there last year on my way to Cala 
R atjada 
Quiet and sim ple, but I found the beaches at 
M arsalforn and Xlendi splendid, didn’t you?” At 37,000 
feet, he also found M alta and the Rock of G ibraltar quiet 
and simple. 
Probably the greatest asset an A m erican dilettante can 
have, however, is to know a little French. A m ericans are 
im pressed by French, so Mikes alw ays put aw ay some 
French for a rainy day. 
“ If a bird’s feather falls into your beer on a picnic and 
you rem ark, ‘Oh, a fe ath er!’ or ‘Dang these b ird s!’ this is 
simply coarse and will not suffice,” he said. “ But if you 
rem ark, ‘Oh, les plum es des oiseaux’—as Andre Gide was 
fond of saying—the effect is electrifying. 
Of course, Andre Gide probably never said, “ Oh, les 
plum es des oiseaux” in his life. Mikes did some research 
and found that whenever he m ade a stupid rem ark, he 
could—if he im m ediately recognized its stupidity—attribute 
it to Mark Twain, M arcus Aurelius or Dorothy P ark er and 
get away with it. 
It is am azing how witty and profound my m ost idiotic 
rem arks suddenly becom e,” he said. 
Mikes said, “ There is one thing people hate m ore than 
being pestered—not being pestered.” 
He credited it to 
O scar Wilde, and people thought him learned. 
Mikes also said, “The law m ust be unjust: otherwise it 
would not be a law .” He gave it to B ernard Shaw, and his 
public ate it up. 
Mr. Mikes also trades in proverbs. The rules generally 
follow those of the quote gam e, except that he w arns prac­ 
titioners to pay close attention to the origin of your pro­ 
verb. 
It is perm issible, for instance, to say, “ B etter a tom a­ 
hawk in the hand than two in the bush,” and credit it as a 
Sioux saying. But it is begging for trouble to connect tom a­ 
hawks with Plato. 
With a little skill and practice, said Mikes, you may 
prove beyond a shadow of a doubt that (a) you are a 
delightful, witty and highly educated person, and that (b) 
no one has said so m any stupid, idiotic and pointless things 
as the great m inds of history and literature. 
Anyway, certainly not you. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

Yorkers take satisfaction from the 
municipal woes of this great city, 
and I do not blame them. Because 
the advice that showers down on 
every other city in the United 
States, on how to regulate traffic, 
diminish 
pollution, 
eliminate 
sewage, 
better 
race 
relations, 
balance the budget, and control the 
prima donna tends to come, ninety 
per cent of it, from New York City. 
And the urge to tell the ailing 
physician please to heal himself 
before issujng more orders, comes 
naturally to the rest of America. 
Which I now regale with a few 
observations on the latest crisis of 
New York City, the taxi strike, 
which 
is 
on 
no 
account 
to 
be 
confused with the 
crisis we shall have 
in a few days, which 
is a scheduled strike 
of 
p o lic e m e n , 
f ir e m e n , 
and 
sanitation workers. 
That 
crisis 
is 
a 
world away, on New 
Y e a r ’ s 
D a y . 
Meanwhile, the taxi 
strike 
is 
at 
this 
writing almost two 
w e ek s 
o l d . 
Concerning it, a few 
observations of, 
I 
think, 
g eneral 
interest: 
1) Strangely, there is very little 
public pressure on city officials to 
do something about it. 
There are 
nevertheless hardships. 
1 have in 
mind 
of 
course 
the 
aged 
and 
crippled; and the busy housewife 
who needs to pile her purchases into 
a cab; and the man, woman, or child 
who for whatever reason needs to 
get from point A to point G, between 
which points the rapid transit grid is 
unaccommodating. Very well. 
But the huge majority of New 
Y o r k e r s 
have 
d is co ve red 
something, namely that with the 
absence of 12,000 licensed cabs, 
traffic Hows effortlessly through the 
streets. This means that although a 
New Yorker taking a bus resigns 
himself to stopping every other 
block, in fact the length of time 
required to travel to his destination 
can even be less than when he took a 
cab, and paid four or live times the 
price: 
again, because the buses 
flow freely, now that congestion has 
been eased. The strategic impact of 
this intelligence is giving Union 
Boss Harry Van Arsdale the grues, 
or so it is reported; all the more so 
when it is known that whatever the 
final arrangement between the cab 
owners 
and 
the 
drivers, 
the 
passengers will be charged a great 
deal more. What it they stop using 
cabs in substantial numbers? 
2) 
There is a thing in America 
called “ fringe benefits, 
and the 
superstition isassiduously nourished, 
primarily by the labor unions, that a 
fringe benefit is something that 
really shouldn’t count as a part of 
one’s salary. The trouble with that 
hocus poeus is that the accountants 
simply cannot distinguish between 
the two, and shouldn t. 
A fringe benefit, if that is what 
you choose to call it, is in no sense 
different from the cost of wages. 
The 
cab-owners 
in 
New 
York 
calculated that the fringe benelits- 
pensions, insurance, hospitalization, 
that kind of thing-cost the owner 15 
cents per taxi ride. So-they say- 
let s take the tirst 15 cents paid by 
the passenger, and apply it directly 
to the H inge benefit. Then let’s take 
the balance ol the fare and do with it 
what we have done with it in the 
recent past, i.e., split it fifty-fifty. 
Reasonable? 
Mr. 
Van Arsdale 
decreed a strike. 
3i No doubt every city in America 
has its Van Arsdale. The gentleman 
in 
New York does not exactly 
encourage dissent. 
When he says 
strike, one strikes. 
The morning 
papers carry news of cab drivers 
who are applying for relief, only to 
find that they do not qualify to 
receive relief ;, as why indeed should 


they, 
inasmuch 
as 
their 
unemployment 
is of 
their 
own 
making. 
However--and here is the 
personal tragedy, and, as well, the 
economic anomaly-the cab driver 
who 
faces 
eviction 
because 
he 
cannot pay his rent, and isuch cases 
have been reported» worries now 
about 
feeding 
breakfast 
to 
his 
children, cannot do what comes 
naturally under the circumstances, 
which is to step into his taxicab and 
go back to work. Because Mr. VA’s 
goons would do to him what they did 
to the cabdrivers a few years ago 


who resisted unionization, i.e., use 
such persuaders which, if they were 
used by policement against Genghis 
Khan, would bring the whole of the 
Supreme Court out to picket the 
offending precinct.

A solution? 
Sure. The City 
Council, taking stock of a strike of 
what is in effect a public utility, 
should move to auction , beginning 
three days hence, one thousand 
medallions per day that the strike 
continues. 
End strike. 
Enter the 
public interest.

Those who felt the El Capitan 
rezoning dispute would be settled 
once and for all at the November 
polls were wrong. 
Ripples and waves caused by the 
rezoning authorized last spring and 
the upheavals in public opinion 
resulting in voiding of the ordinance

are 
continuing. 
The Sierra Club has gotten into the 
court squabble in which the district 
attorneys office is endeavoring to 
prosecute felony charges against 
two senior Santa Barbara women 
who aided the environmentalists in 
their victory at the polls. 
Two citizen suits filed against 
ranch owner Jules Berman are 
pending, 
and 
the 
Federal 
Communications Commission has a 
request to look into certain election 
advertising by Berman. 
There has been talk of the Berman 
group likely to counter with a suit of 
its 
own 
against 
the 
Citizens 
Committee for the General Plan for 
a late filing of its election expense 
and receipts statement. 
It all recalls that back in the early 
autumn a leading county official 
made a prophecy. He said before it 
is over the El Capitan case will 
bring about some exciting changes 
in 
the 
structure 
of 
county 
government. 
Some 
of 
those 
changes 
are 
seemingly under way. 
The biggest thus far has been the 
defeat 
at 
the polls ol 
veteran 
politician Joe J. Callahan, a county 
supervisor seeking his fourth term 
on the board Conservationists don't 
hesitate to claim that their vote 
made the difference in bringing 
about 
the 
election 
o! 
political 
newcomer 
Charles 
Catterlin, 
a 
Santa 
Barbara 
attorney, 
who 
opposed 
the 
E l 
C a p i t a n 
development. Callahan had voted 
for it. 


Third District Supervisor Daniel 
G. Grant has been under extreme 
pressure in the E l Capitan case. 
Goleta 
Valley 
voters 
balloted 
strongly 
against 
the 
rezoning 
ordinance which Grant had backed. 


The Isla Vista and UC Santa 
Barbara newspapers have renewed 
comments 
about 
circulation

recall petitions in the Third District 
tollowing the ranch rezoning defeat 
through referendum action. It was 
felt the recall issue would be dead if 
the ranch proponents won out in 
November.
